J. Garretson, who was 
also killed, 
lie in a local morgue, 
awaiting the 
coroner’s 
inquest 
on 
Wednesday. 
Mrs. Garretson is reported 
to have 
been separated from 
her 
husband, 
who is a traveling salesman. 


Two W ere Hurled to Death 
LO S A N G E L E S , June 21— Samuel 
Elmore, a multi-millionaire 
salmon 
packer of Astoria, Oregon, and Mrs. 
M. E. Garrettson, of Spokane, were 
instantly killed yesterday afternoon 
when an automobile in which they 
were driving was run down and splin­ 
tered by an^ inbound Santa Ana car 
of the Pacific Electric line, at the 
junction of the Long Beach 
tracks 
and M errill avenue, just outside the 
city limits. 
The car, going at a high 
rate of 
speed, bore down upon the automo­ 
bile at the grade crossing. 
Before 
Elmore had time 10 turn a hand to 
save himself, his car had been struck, 
literally torn into shreds and drag­ 
ged down the tracks for a distance 
of more than a hundred feet. 
Both 


the man and the woman were dead 
when the passengers reached 
them. 
Elmore 
was 
pinned 
between 
the 
wheel and the seat of the car. 
The 
woman was caught between the au­ 
tomobile and the car 
and 
crushed 
there. 
At the M errill 
avenue 
crossing 
there is a heavy line of trees hiding 
the tracks toward the south, and it 
is impossible to see the 
track 
in 
that direction even for a few feet. 
By a strange trick of fate, Motor­ 
man Gus Thornquist, 
who 
was in 
charge of the Santa Ana 
car 
that 
killed Elmore and 
Mrs. 
Garretson 
yesterday, was operating 
the same 
car on Ju ly 5, 1908, when it collided 
with a wagon at Lynwood 
Junction, 
killed six members of the Oilers and 
Keuhner families and terribly injured 
five other members. 
The motorman 
biew his whistle strenuously yester­ 
day and made desperate 
efforts to 
stop his car, putting on the brakes 
with a jar that threw some of the 
passengers out of their seats.

R. K. Bishop is leading a 
war 
on 


weeds. 
His particular enemies are 


the Johnson grass, the morning glory, 


the Russian thistle and the 
fennel. 


The Board of Supervisors this morn­ 
ing gave him authority to notify all 
property owners upon whom 
these 


noxious weeds grow to clean 
them 


out. 
The supervisors 
also 
ordered 


that notice be given all 
the 
road 


bosses in the county to turn, their at­ 
tention to the noxious weeds, and to 
follow the directions of the horticul­ 
tural commissioner. 
The action of the supervisors Is in 


accordance w ith law, as the commis­ 
sioner has power to compel the eradi­ 
cation of noxious weeds upon private 


property. 
The commissioner this morning ad­ 
dressed the following to the Board of 


Supervisors: 
“ W e have 
in 
this 
county 
four 


weeds that are decidedly noxious and 
serious pests; namely. Johnson grass 
(sorghum halopense), 
Russian this­ 
tle (salsoli tragus), 
morning 
glory 


(convolvulus arvensis), 
and 
fennel 


(foeniculum ). 
“ Of the plants named It is difficult 


to say which is the 
most 
serious. 
W hile Johnson grass 
and .morning 
glory do not do w ell in dry lands, the 
Russian thistle grows and 
produces 
its seeds with the 
moisture 
from 
winter rains. 


“ W here Johnson grass and morn­ 
ing glory are In irrigated .fields they 
are extremely troublesome. 
“ The fennel is the 
least 
trouble­ 


some of the list and may be destroy­ 
ed by grubbing out the 
root-stock. 


W ith Johnson grass 
and 
morning 
glory this is im practical, due to the 
spreading nature of the underground 
stems. 
The best method is, where 


a considerable area is infested, 
to 


get the soil in such condition that a 
weed knife may be run, then run it 
as often as once a week. 
This, 
in 


the case of the morning glory, may be j 
necessary for more than one season. 
W here the infestation is only sm all i 
patches they may be covered 
with j 


tarred building paper and the edges 
sealed with dirt. 


“ I find 
these 
plants 
distributed 


throughout the county as follows: 
“ Johnson grass exists 
throughout 


the county, but if is especially bad at 
Yorba, west of Anaheim, and 
Capis­ 
trano. 
The Anaheim and Capistrano 


infestations are due to the sowing of 
the seed some years ago to furnish 
stock feed. 
“ The morning glory is found chief­ 
ly to the north and 
northwest 
of 


Santa Ana, m ostly Inside 
the 
city 


lim its, and east of Tustin. 
“ The Russian thistle is found east, 


south and west of Anaheim, follow­ 
ing the sandy soil to Garden Grove 
and to Bolsa. 
“ W hile the fennel 
Is 
distributed 


over the county to a lim ited extent, 
the greatest «quantity Is found along 
the irrigated foothill section running 
from V illa Park to Tustin. 
“ In talking w ith the people I find 


many w illing to keep their roadsides 
free from noxious weeds, but accord­ 
ing to section 2645 of the 
Political 


Code of 1909, it is required that the 
supervisors shall clean the roads of 
noxious weeds at least once a year. 
This is not sufficient in this county 
where we have two such plants as 
Johnson grass and * morning 
glory, 


that immediately sprout up again on 
being cut. 
“ In case of these plants, however, 


they can be held In check along roads 
by being cut back so that 
no seed 


shall ripen.”

and a bullet fired 
at 
him 
passed 
through his right lung. 
Those who 
could be induced to talk of the af­ 
fair to Sheriff Lacy 
following 
the 
fracas, made it out that Villvicencio 
was attempting to 
preserve 
peace 
and quiet at the dance, 
he 
being 
floor manager, when he was sudden­ 
ly attacked by Charley and Ricardo 
Araiza, brothers, who were 
said to 
have been drinking. 
Now come Ricardo Araiza with a 
stight bullet wound on his left arm 
and Charley Araiza with a wound on 
the left side of his head that seems 
to have been the result of a blow 
from a revolver. 
W ith these wounds 
they bring their side of 
the 
story, 
which, in short, is that they were at­ 
tacked and that they were not the 
ones who did he attacking. 
The story was that after 
V illv i­ 


cencio was knocked down 
he 
was 


shot by one of tbe brothers, that one 
of the brothers was wounded in the 
arm while trying to stop the other 
from shooting. 
Charley Araiza, who is 
employed 
by W . E. McFadden at Placentia, car­ 
ries the sore head, and Ricardo, who j 
works in the oil wells, has the mark 
of a bullet on his arm. 
The 
bullet 
wound is very slight. 
The forearm 
was grazed, and the skin 
torn 
for 
about two and a half inches. 
Yesterday when he was told of the 
affair, W . E. McFadden 
telephoned 
that the brothers would 
be waiting 
for the sheriff any time he wanted 
them. 
The sheriff swore to a com­ 
plaint charging the men with assault j 
with a deadly weapon with intent to 
commit murder.

This morning the brothers were be-; 
fore Justice Smithwick for 
arraign­ 


ment. 
Their preliminary was set for , 
next Thursday at 10 o’clock. 
Each 
man’s bond was fixed at $1000, and 
they were given freedom, with An-! 
tonio Reyes of Spadra and 
W . 
E . ; 
McFadden as sureties. 
The upshot of the different stories 
told of the affair at Peralta seems to 
be that 
there 
were 
several 
men 
drunk, and a good old fighting shoot 
took place, with the result that one 
man was hurt bad enough to need 
the hospital.

years 
ago. 
A t that time a company known 
as the Anaheim Landing Mining & 
Development Co., was formed to do 
mining at Anaheim Landing. 
Jacob 
Yaeger of Anaheim, was active in the 
affair. 
Operations for 
mining 
and 
drilling for oil were begun on the 
property owned by I. W . 
Heilman, 
who alleged the company to be squat­ 
ters 
pure 
and 
simple. 
Heilman 
brought suit to dispossess the min­ 
ing concern, and Judge West gave 
judgment for the plaintiff. 
The de­ 
fendants took an appeal, and Judge 
W est was sustained. 
There 
the 
matter 
rested 
until 
March 25. 
The company’s represen­ 
tatives were still on the land, hav­ 
ing a few shacks and a derrick 
or 
two. 
No work was being done. 
On 
March 25, at the request of the plain­ 
tiff, Judge W est issued an order of 
dispossession. 
This was received by 
Sheriff Lacy on May 26, and 
was 
served on June 9. 
Sheriff Lacy served 
the 
papers, 
anl left Deputy Sheriff John Devinney 
of Sunset Beach to move the belong­ 
ings of the defendants from the place. 
Devinney and others 
employed 
by 
him moved the shacks and the der­ 
ricks. 
Now comes a suit for $10,000 dam­ 
ages. 
The plaintiff is John 
Regier, 
presumed to have been one of the 
men who lived on the 
claim. 
Lacy 
says he had no dealings 
with 
him, 
though his deputy may have had. 
Regier’s complaint is short, occupy­ 
ing but one typewritten 
page. 
H is 
attorney is C. S. McKelvey of Los 
Angeles, formerly of Santa Ana. who 
represented the defeated defendants. 
The complaint states that the plain­ 
tiff was in possession on June 9 of 
certain property, which is described, 
and which is the Heilman 
property, 
that “ the defendant forcibly and with 
violence entered ui>on said property 
and tore down and removed 
there­ 
from houses, machinery and oil der­ 
ricks belonging to the plaintiffs.”
